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Haunted Pumpkins Stencil 
( C Pumpkin Carving Tools 2 ) 


For best results, any stencils are most easily carved with inexpensive pumpkin carving 
kits and are available many places such as your local grocery store. But you can also 
use the following common household tools: 
~ 1 large spoon 
~ 1 sharp serrated knife 
~ 1 pin or nail 
~ 1 paring knife 

Carving Your Pumpkin 
1. Start by spreading sheets of newspaper around the area you plan to work. This will 
reduce mess and make cleanup easy. 


2. Print the stencil. Tape the stencil to your pumpkin. Using the nail or needle, punch 
holes through the paper, into the pumpkin, following the lines of the stencil. 


3. Use the serrated knife to cut a circle out of either the top or the bottom of the 
pumpkin, depending on the look you want. Opening the top gives the traditional look 
with a convenient lid for the candle. Opening the bottom creates a flat surface to 
steady the pumpkin and keeps the top neat and uncut. 


4, Scoop out the insides. 


5. After the insides have been sufficiently scooped, use the large spoon the scrape sides 
of your pumpkin smooth. The sides should be about one inch thick.

Instructions:

Making a Cobweb 


1. Cut off the bottom strip of paper that has the spider on it. Follow the dotted line. 
2. Following the dotted lines, cut out the spider and set it aside. 


3. Taking the square of paper in your hands, first fold the paper diagonally, using the 
black lines as a guide. Fold the paper backwards so you can see the lines as you fold. 


4, Fold the triangle in half.
